minor scales; in these the third tone forms a 
minor third, containing only two semitones. As 
a general rule, major keys are used to express 
lively and gay feelings, and minor keys to express 
pathetic, or sorrowful feelings. You shall soon 
be taught minor scales.

Anerley. — A vocal and instrumental concert was given 
on the 4th ult., at the City of London Hotel, by Herr 
Svendsen. The singers were Miss Susanna Cole and 
Mr. F. Elmore. Instrumentalists — Messrs. Pollitzer, 
Vogell, Stehling, Daubert, Gunther, and Svendsen. 

Bedford. — A Bazaar was held on January 3rd and 4th, 
as a complimentary acknowledgment of the efforts of the 
Rev. Henry E. Kavergal to promote good music, both in 
the Bedford Harmonic Society, of which he is president 
and conductor, as well as in other places. The receipts, 
amounting to nearly £140, are devoted to the improve- 
ment of his vicarage-house, at Cople. On the evening of 
the 3rd, a concert of Christmas music was given by that 
society, comprising suitable selections from the Messiah, 
Dr. Crotch's Palestine, Sir Frederick Ouseley's St. Polycarp, 
Christmas Carols by the conductor, and a Christmas 
part-song by A. H. Browne. It is reported to be the 
most complete and effective performance ever given in 
Bedford. 

Bedminster. — A new organ, built by Messrs. Vowles, 
was opened in the Church at Bedminster on the 19th ult. 
The instrument is considered in all respects highly satis- 
factory. It was played in good style by Mr. John Barrett, 
jun., who deserves great credit for the high state of 
efficiency to which he has brought the choir.

Crosby Hall, Bishopsgate Street. — The All-Hal- 
lows' Choral Society gave their first concert here on the 
13th of January, when there was an excellent selection of 
music, and the whole was most ably performed. 

Darlington.— Handel's oratorio, Samson, was given 
in the Central Hall, on the 25th ult., by the Choral So- 
ciety. The principal singers were Mrs. Sunderland, Miss 
Crossland, Mr. Inkersall, and Mr. Brandon. The band 
and chorus, which was strengthened by numerous per- 
formers from the Stockton and Bishop Auckland Choral 
Societies, and the Leeds Festival Chorus, numbered 130. 
The conductor was Mr. Marshall j leaders, Messrs. 
Bowling and Stephenson. 

Dudley. — The Amateur Choral Society held their 
first public concert, on the 4th of January, in the Alma- 
place School-room, which was attended by a large audience. 
The selections were from Judas Maccabteus and the 
Messiah ; they were evidently enjoyed by all present. 
"Rule, Britannia!" arranged by Novello, was given 
between the first and second parts, with a brilliancy that 
elicited a hearty encore. Principal vocalists — Miss Annie 
Dickin, Miss Thomas, Mr. Elwell, and Mr. G. Main- 
waring j leader, Mr. Gill; violoncello, Mr. Evans ; con- 
ductor, Mr. Eyland. 

Edinburgh. — On the 19th of January, a performance 
of Judas Maccabteus took place in the Music Hall, which 
was numerously attended.

Launceston. — The members of the Sacred Harmonic 
Society gave a concert on the 10th of November last, in 
commemoration of the centenary of Handel's death. The 
programme consisted of a selection from the different 
works by the great master, and the music was very satis- 
factorily rendered. Mr. T. Sharp conducted with ability. 
The number of members now amounts to 103, and since 
the formation of the society they have given seven con- 
certs in aid of the various benevolent institutions of Laun- 
ceston, and have added to the funds of those societies 
above £200. 

Leeds. — The Messiah was performed in the Town Hall 
on Saturday, the 31st ult., when about 3000 persons were 
present, and numbers were unable to gain admission. 
The solo singers were Mrs. Sunderland, Miss Crossland, 
Mr. W. Cooper, and Mr. Weiss. The chorus-singing by 
the Leeds Concert Choir, aided by a few voices from 
Bradford, excited much praise. The band was led by 
Mr. Haddock j Mr. Broughton officiated at the organ, 



and Mr. W. Spark conducted. — An interesting Lecture 
was delivered at the Mechanics' Institution, by Mr. Spark, 
on the 23rd ult., upon the Italian Opera. It was received 
with much applause by the audience, and the illustrations 
were well sung by Misses Walker, Hodgson, and Beverley, 
and Messrs. Stubley and Wharton, assisted by the chorus 
of the Leeds Concert Choir. 

Leicester.— The sixth of the concerts for the people 
took place on the 2nd ult., in the Temperance Hall, when 
the performance of the Creation drew together a large con- 
course of people, every available space being occupied.

Liverpool. — The Messiah was performed in St. George's 
Hall, on the 24th of December, by the members of the 
Vocal Union, assisted by the Misses Hiles, and Messrs. 
Morgan and Brandon. The oratorio was effectively 
given. Mr. Armstrong conducted, and Mr. Best pre- 
sided. at the organ. 

Llandaff. — On Sunday, the 22nd ult., a new organ 
was opened at St. John's Church, Canton, which was 
built by Mr. Robert Allen, of Bristol, on Scudamore 
principles. The workmanship is elaborate, with reversed 
action, and it contains six stops. The tone is considered 
very good, and one stop especially, viz., the flute harmo- 
nique, is rich and effective. The instrument gives general 
satisfaction. The Bishop of the Diocese preached in the 
morning, and two neighbouring clergymen the other 
services. A liberal collection was made. 

Llanelly (Caermarthenshire). — A concert was given 
on the 16th instant, at the Athenaeum in this place, by 
the Choir of Zion Chapel. Mr. Owen, of Chester, was 
engaged for the occasion. 

Manchester. — From the report just issued of the 
Manchester Choral Society, it appears that they are in a 
very flourishing condition. The number of subscribers 
last year amounted to 1462 ; but, in order to produce 
great works in the most perfect style, they are in hopes 
of being able to make up their list of subscribers to 2000, 
and are using increased exertions for this end. They 
have already a large committee of influential noblemen 
and gentlemen of the town and neighbourhood, and the 

society appears to be deserving of the utmost patronage. 

A series of concerts has been given at the Free Trade 
Hal], by Mr. Halle, which have had considerable success. 
On the 11th ult., the whole of the music of the opera, 
Iphigenia in Taurus, by Gliick, was performed, with 
English words. The principal performers were Madame 
Catherine Hayes, Mdlle. Merei, Miss Thorley, Mr. Sims 
Reeves, Mr. Santley, Mr. Thomas, and Mr. Arnold. 
The band consisted of 70 performers, and the chorus 
of upwards of 150, chiefly members of the Manchester 
Choral Society. The whole of the music was most 
efficiently rendered, and met with an enthusiastic recep- 
tion from a very crowded audience, numbering about 
3000 people. 

Morley.— On the 27th of December, Mr. Robinson 
Stubley gave his first concert in the Church School-room, 
when the principal vocalists were Miss Helena Walker, 
Miss Hodgson, Miss Louisa Beverley, and Mr. Stubley. 
Master Tilney played a solo on the pianoforte, and a 
select choir from the Leeds Madrigal Society sang several 
part-songs. Mr. Spark accompanied. 

Musical Society of London. — The first Conver- 
sazione of the season was given on Wednesday evening 
the 18th of January, in St. James's Hall, when between 
seven and eight hundred persons were present. The hall 
was fitted up with great magnificence, as on the former 
conversazione, under the management of the secretary 
Mr. Charles Salaman, who deserves the highest praise for 
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his exertions. There were exhibited, among other things, 
some rare and antique musical instruments, manuscripts, 
and articles of vertu, together with many valuable and 
curious oil-paintings and water-colours. In the course 
of the evening, several pieces of music were performed by 
various professional and non-professional members of the 
society. Three choral part-songs were given, viz., Men- 
delssohn's " Opening buds ; " Luca Marenzio's Madrigal, 
" Lady, see on ev'ry side," was also sung, as well as Mr. 
Henry Smart's choral trio (three-part song ?), " Rest thee 
on thy mossy pillow." Miss Freeth played a solo on the 
pianoforte, and Mr. Lazarus an adagio and polonaise on 
the clarinet. Miss Parepa sang Verdi's " Sempre all' 
Alba," from Giovanna d' Arco, and Mr. Santley the stornello 
" Giovinettina della bella voce," by Angelo Mariani. The 
hall presented a splendid appearance, the ladies and gen- 
tlemen being costumed as for the ball-room ; and the 
whole affair passed off with exceeding brilliancy, consti- 
tuting a most admirable inauguration to the season. 

Newcastle. — The Sacred Harmonic Society performed 
the Messiah, at the Town Hall, on the 14th of January, with 
great effect. The solo parts were sung by Miss Clara 
Smithson, Miss Palmer, Mr. Sims Reeves, and Mr. Lawler. 
Mr. Redshaw presided at the .piano; Mr. Ainsworth led 
the band, and the whole was under the able conduct of 
Mr. Webbe, whose exertions and abilities deserve equal 
commendation. The chorus was very extensive and effi- 
cient. On the following evening, the oratorio, Judas 
Maccabceus was given by the same performers in a highly 
satisfactory style. 

Newhall Hill. — The Cecilian Harmonic Society 
gave their fourth annual concert, on the 29th of December, 
at Messrs. Hardman and Co.'s. Messrs. Jones and Wyer 
presided at the pianoforte, and the concert was conducted 
by Mr. H. Gould. 

Norbiton, Kingston-on-Thames. — A musical enter- 
tainment was given at the Norbiton Schools, on the 
5th ult., by the members of the Tonic Sol-Fa Singing 
Class, conducted by Mr. C. J. Hayes.
